Aug. 9 i^ P r e s - | 
fdent Eisenhower today signed leg­ 
islation giving the Pentagon lim­ 
ited authority to use persuasion 
and compulsion to build up the 
nation’s military reserves. 
He issued a statement .saying; 
that the bill ‘'falhs short” of*the 
program he recommended, but he 
IS approving it because of provi­ 
sions that will “ definitely strength-! 
en I he reserve structure.”

The bill is designed to ex pand 
the 
700,000-man 
trained 
reserve 
force to 2,900,000 men by getting 
more youths into the reservc.s and 
requiring them to keep up training. 
The deadline for presidential ac­ 
tion on the m easure wa,s midnight 
tonight. The President signed it 
at his Gettysburg, Pa., farm. The 
announcement that he had done 
so was issued by the White House, 
along with a 600-word statement.

He issued a statement saying 
that the hill “ falls short” of the 
program he recommended, hut he 
is approving It because of provi­ 
sions that will “ definitely strength­ 
en the reserve structure." 
The hill is designed to expand 
the 
700.000-man 
trained 
reserve 
force to 2.900 000 men by getting 
more youths into the reserves and 
requiring them to keep up training 
The deadline for presidential ac­ 
tion on the measure was midnight 
tonight. The President signed it 
at his Gettysburg, Pa., farm. The 
announcement that he had done 
so was issued by the White House, 
along with a 600 word statement. 


Main Provisions 


The main provisions of the leg­ 
islation: 
1. Youths under 184 years can 
avoid the draft by volunteering for 
3-6 months training then serving 
74 years in the reserves, under 
a 250,000 annual quota. They can 
also volunteer directly for the re­ 
serves, serving from five to eight 
years. 
2. These volunteers and 
men 
hereafter going into service are 
required, while in the active re­ 
serves. to attend 48 weekly drills 
and a 
17-day summer encamp­ 
ment, or a 30-day summer camp. 
Failure to do sd means a 43-day 
recall to active duty or, for the 
six-months’ trainees, a two-year 
draft call.

scientious ob jectors at the hospital are liv ing on 


a diet of radiation treated food in an experim ent 
to see how long nutrition is retained b y food so 
treated. 


A ccording to a hospital spokesm an the re is 


nothing dangerous ab out the food. The only sig­ 


nificant change in sim ilar food fed to anim als wa.s 
a slight v itam in deficiency, sim ilar to v itamin loss 
in heat-canned foods. 


Not only are the nutritional factors b eing 
studied, b ut the taste and durab ility of perishab le 


foods preserv ed a la radiation are also com ing in 
for some close scrutiny. 
If the tests turn out as 


the Arm y is hoping, greater v arieties and b etter 
lasting chow are in store for the G1 of the future. 


With the Defense D epartm ent footing a 1.5 
b illion dollar food b ill annually, any m ethod of

Of course, for H erb ert Hoov er there is no longer

political adv antage;

re ad the text of a letter, recently 
rev ealed, 
which w as written b y 
Elihu Root on August 16, 1918, to 
Colonel House, the personal env oy 
and confidante of the then P re s i­ 
dent Woodrow Wilson. Mr. Root, 
a gre at international law yer, had 
b een se c re tary of w ar in P re s i­ 
dent M cKinley’s cab inet, se c re tary 
of state in the cab inet of P re si­ 
dent Theodore Roosev elt and later 
a U. S. sen ator from New York. 
He had m uch to do with the m ov e­ 
m ent that led to the form ation of 
the L eague of Nations.

The doctrine expressed b y Mr.

Atomic radiation experiments by the Army 
are nothing new. hut there is an unheralded test 
underway at Fitzsimons Army Hospital in Denver 
which could have far-reaching effects on the entire 
civilian, as well as military, population. Nine con­ 
scientious objectors at the hospital are living on 
a diet of radiation treated food in an experiment 
to see how long nutrition is retained by food so 
treated. 
According to a hospital spokesman there is 
nothing dangerous about the food. The only sig­ 
nificant change in similar food fed to animals was 
a slight vitamin deficiency, similar to vitamin loss 
in heat-canned foods. 
Not only are the nutritional factors being 
studied, but the taste and durability of perishable 
foods preserved a la radiation are also coming in 
for some close scrutiny. If the tests turn out as 
the Army is hoping, greater varieties and better 
tasting chow are in store for the GI of the future. 
With the Defense Department footing a 1.5 
billion dollar food bill annually, any method of 
eliminating waste or improving flavor without 
raising the cost is welcomed. If perishable foods 
can be stored in large quantities indefinitely with 
little or no refrigeration as a result of radiation 
treatment, the Defense Department will have saved 
a pretty penny. 
Defense requirements are not the only ones 
which will be satisfied by the successful comple­ 
tion of these tests. If the experiment is a success, 
this method of preservation can have a revolution­ 
ary impact on the civilian economy. 
There seems to be only one question left 
unanswered. What is to become of the famous, or 
infamous. Army baked bean? Now that the atomic 
age has taken over the Army kitchen, will it be 
discarded in favor of more tasty morsels or will 
it carry on in fine tradition? 


These Days

Herbert Hoover, 81 


On a blistering, hot Sunday afternoon. I Matched 
Fierre Monteux conduct the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
at Tanglewood in an all Brahms program. 
I say, 
watched, because I would not take my eyes off this man 
of do fresh, fluent, exciting, more youthful in spirit than 
many of the youngsters who suffer from Weltschmerz in 
these days of uncertainty. That afternoon. I dropped in 
to see Fritz Kreisler, HO. and his wde. Harriet. 85. We 
talked of Herbert Hoover, who today is 81 years old. 
Age seems to be unrelated to years among men and 
women who live full lives. Perhaps they are too busy 
to grow old. Herbert Hoover has spent the busiest year 
of his life during 1954-1955, heading up the Commission 
on Organization of the Executive Branch of the Govern­ 
ment 
He worked about 16 hours every day, seven days 
a week. read every word of each task force report, did 
most of the writing of the reports which were sent to 
Congress, attended meetings at all hours and never said 
quit 


Shortly before the commission went out of exist­ 


ence. I lunched with Herbert Hoover in New York. 
With clarity and succinctness, he gave me a run­ 
down of the work of his commission and what he 
sough! to accomplish and the nature of (he eonflirt 
of ideas involved in some of his proposals. In these 
days of foggy thinking and diplomacy by press agents 
and legislative confusion, it is exciting to discover a 
public figure who bases his actions upon a philosophy 
of life rather than upon some temporary political 
advantage. 


Of course, for Herbert Hoover there is no longer 
any temporary political advantage: 
therefore he can 
afford to view public problems with complete objectivity. 
For at least a decade. I have heard him say that "this 
will be the last job I undertake. 
I shall probably be 
dead before it is completed.” The man who is not afraid 
et death is not afraid of the consequences of life 
And 
therein perhaps lies also the advantage of Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer, 79. who is proving himself the wisest 
statesman in Europe 
It can mean so little to him if he 
is unpopular 
What has he to lose personally, hut what 
has ne to gain for his country? 
These older men can well afford to submerge them­ 
selves for their country, because they have discovered by 
long life and great experience that self does not matter 
too much 
What is it that one can give to self, or take 
for soli at such a gremt age'’ What men call popularity 
is empty laudation that has lost all value. I presume that 
Toscanini, 88. listening to the roar of the crowd at the 
end of a concert must wonder why they are so excited 
that ne has done well 
What did they expect of him? Is 
tho applause really significant or is it that at his age 
\ the brain is so fresh that he can conduct Beethoven s 
Ninth without a score before him, but with all of it in 
his head. every note for each instrument, for-chorus and 
soloists? That used to be a feat for younger men; yet 
I have listened to Herbert Hoover recite the details of 
America s waterpower with a fullness that is hard to 
find rn dozens of reports.

Earlier Statesmen Had Plans To Settle Disputes 


WASHINGTON - There s a ten- 
dency nowadays to think thai only 
the present generation of states­ 
men have brought forth great prin­ 
ciples as a basis for the settlement 
of international disputes by peace­ 
ful means. 
Every now and then some com­ 
ments are heard from Democratic 
quarters, for example, that the 
Republican party historically is the 
party of "isolation” or that the 
Republicans of today "haven’t had 
a new idea since McKinley's day.” 


Root's Writings Prophetic 


Such superficial and obviously 
partisan outbursts are sometimes 
accepted as gospel by those who 
don't know the facts of history. 
Accordingly, it is interesting to 
read the text of a letter, recently 
revealed, which was written by 
Klihu Root on August 16, 1918. to 
Colonel House, the personal envoy 
and confidante of the then Presi­ 
dent Woodrow Wilson. Mr. Root. 
a great international lawyer, had 
been secretary of war in Presi­ 
dent McKinley’s cabinet, secretary 
of state in the cabinet of Presi­ 
dent Theodore Roosevelt and later 
a I , S. senator from New York. 
He had much to do with the move­ 
ment that led to the formation of 
the League of Nations. He was 
Mr. Republican'' in those days 
so far as the conservative wing 
of the party was concerned, and 
during the 1920 presidential cam­ 
paign he joined with a group of 
distinguished Republicans, includ­ 
ing 
former 
President 
Taft 
and 
Charles Evans Hughes, in urging 
American entry into the League 
of Nations. 
What Mr. Root wrote in 1918 not 
only is prophetic of the same point 
in the United Nations Charter of 
today as written into Article ll by 
Senator Vandenberg. Republican, 
but, in particular, gives a historic 
basis for the recent pronounce­ 
ment by Secretary of State Dulles 
advocating 
that 
Red China 
re­ 
nounce the use of force in the Far 
East, irrespective of whether it 
considers 
Formosa "an internal 
matter.” 
The doctrine expressed by Mr. 
Dulles holds that a breach of the

p e a ce affecting large areas and 
interests can be of international 
concern even though considered by 
the parties to be limited to them 
alone. Mr. Root outlined the broad­ 
er view in his letter, which reads 
as follows 
"The first requisite for any dur­ 
able concert of peaceable nations 
to present war is a fundamental 
change in the principle to he ap­ 
plied to international breaches of 
the peace. 
Illustrated Bv Germane- 
“ The view now 
assumed and 
generally applied is that the use 
of force by one nation toward an­ 
other is a matter in which only the 
two nations concerned are pri­ 
marily interested, and if any other 
nation claims a right to be heard 
on the subject it must show some 
specific interest of its own in the 
controversy. That burden ot proof 
rests upon any other nation which 
seeks to take part it it will relieve 
itself of the charge of impertinent 
interference and avoid the resent­ 
ment which always meets imperti­ 
nent inierference in the affairs of 


an 
independent 
sovereign 
state. 
This view was illustrated by tier- 
many in July 1914. when she in­ 
sisted that the invasion of Serbia 
by Austria Hungary was a matter 
which solely concerned two states, 
and upon substantially that ground 
refused to agree til the conference 
proposed by Sir Edward Grey. The 
requisite change is an abandon­ 
ment of this view and a universal, 
formal and irrevocable acceptance 
of the view that an international 
breach of the peace is a matter 
which concerns every member of 
the community of nations—a mat­ 
ter in which every nation has a di­ 
rect interest and to which every 
nation has a right to object. 
"These two views correspond to 
the two kinds of responsibility in 
municipal law which we c all civil 
responsibility and criminal respon­ 
sibility. lf I make a contract with 
you and break it, it is no business 
of our neighbor. You can use me 
or submit, and he has nothing to 
say about it. On the other hand, if 
I assault and batter you. every 
neighbor has an inlerest in having

The change 
may seem so natural as to tie un­ 
important. but it is really cruc ial, 
for the old doctrine is asserted 
and the broader doctrine indented 
by approximately half the military 
power of the world, and the ques­ 
tion between the two is one of Hie 
things about which the war is be­ 
ing fought. The change involves 
a limitation of sovereignty making 
every sovereign state subject to 
the superior right of a community 
of sovereign states to have the
